It is therefore, on the Face of the 
z, unlikely, and improbable, that a Friend to 
prefent Adminiftration fhould have any Leaning 
tds fuch Principles as are dire&ly oppofite to 
on which they a@. But if it fhould come into 
People’s Heads to mifteprefent the true Notion 
berty, and to endeavour, under the Pretence of 
hing up Freedom, to fubvert thofe Principles on 
h our Freedom really depends, it would then be- 
the Bufinefs of fuch as are attached to this Ad- 
ration, from their Confcioufnefe of their being 
Friends to Liberty, to expofe every Branch of 
falic Do@rine, and to fhew it to all the World 
trac Light. I fay this would be their Duty, 
thftanding the obviousObjeGtion, that their Ene- 
would lay hold of this Opportunity to upbraid 
as Lovers of Slavery, and as Deferters of that 
ne which in fa& they bend their Endeavours to 
tain. But as Right and Wrong remain Right 
rong, in fpite of all the falfe Reafonings made 
f by wicked Men in order to difiraé and con- 
them; fo a Man's Duty will continue to be 
uty, whatever Circumftances may attend it ;

by him. If Minifers than are neceffary, all 
"ets Cannot be evil ; or, rather, it does not fol- 
tha; becaufe a Man is a Minifter, he is cither

an ill Man or an ill Minifter, which fs what the 
Common People too teadily believe. The great 
Crime commonly obje@ed co Minitters, is, their in- | 
fluencing their Mafters ; and with re to this 
there ww A many In the firft Place, per- 
haps the Fact is not true ; and, in the next, i may 
be no Fault if ic were fo. The —*— ‘Sebeden in | 
Baron influenced | 
eden, by his Counfcls, in the Altera- 
in, pon died for ir; died —* a 
mever made out: ’ 
— Circumftancee oie 
" Karl of Clarendon was charged 
ith felling a Place of great Importance to the French, 
trom whence his Houle was by the Mob ftiled Dun- 
kirk Howfe ; which afterwards appeared to be a Fal- 
fity. He was alfo charged with influencing the King 
in all Things, which thofe who charg’d him liv’d 
afterwards to {ec wae'a Miftake of theirs ; and, which 
was more, to with it had been true. A Prince who 
will not be advis’d feldom proves a great Prince; 
and yet if any great * fhould be paid to the Dif- 
couri¢s of modern Politicians, he would be a bold 
Man indeed who would prefume to advife his Prince, 
unlefs he wae fure his Advice would not be taken. 

In Private Life we know that Matters of great 
Confequence cannot be carried on by the fole Endea- 
vours of one Mén, let his Case be ever fo great, or 
his Vigour ever fo extra . Befides if it were 
—* this Man az be furprie’d by Death in the 

idft of -his great » and then all his good In- 
tentions, good only as they refpe& Mankind in gene- 
ral, are entirely fruftrated, if he ated without Coun- 
fel or Communication. The fame Thing happens in 
Publick Concerns. . Henry IV. of France was bis own 
Minifter, and it fo happened that the Stroke which 
deftroyed him had well nigh deflroyed the Gallick 
Monarchy. It is fimply impoflible that the Maxims 
of a Miniftry fhould be concealed ia fuch a manner 
as thofe of Princes may be, who govern entircly of 
their own Heads. And cherefore we have fometimes 
feen a Plan wifely laid by one Minifer fuccefifully 
executed by others; as the Earl of Salisbury compleat- 
ed many of Lord Burghley’s Schemes. By thefe means 
the State remains immortal, tho’ its Governors dic ; 
there may b: a Change in Counfellor:, but none in 
Councils. The Jtalians, who are fuppofed to be the 
greateft Politicians, chink it the higheft Commenda- 
tion of the Court of Rome, that fhe feldom varices her 
Maxims. I believe ic might with equal Juftice be 
faid of : State nearer home, where the ——— 
is equally prudent, and its Subjeéts happy, yet ¢ 
Adminiftration is feldom — Habre io Bufines 
is a great Matter, and Experience in Affaire of 
State is almoft the fame Thing with Wifdom. Bur 
how fhall Expsrience be attained amidft perpetual 
Removes? It cofts fome Time to know and to accu- 
ftom one's fe f to the Fun@ion of any Office. Can 
it then be either reafonable or beneficial to remove a 
Man by that Time he ie well fitted for his Charge ? 
The Queftion furely with refpe& to Minifters fhould 
be how well they have ferved ? And if this can be 
anfwered to Satisfaction, the Length of their Service 
ought to be another Recommendation. 

o difcern the Truth of this we need only confider 
what the general Judgment is in regard to all Mini- 
fters, but Minifters of State. For Inflance in the Law. 
An old Judge, if he perfe@ly retains his Senfes, is fo 
far from b-ing defpifed, that he is exceedingly rever’d 
on account of his long Continuance in Place. It is 
the fame thing with refpeet to an Officet in the Army. 
The very Date of his Commiffion is the firf = 2 
ment he offers when he folicirs Preferment. Yet 
thofe who efteem this reafonable in the Judge and 
the General, and will farce allow that a Govern- 
ment has a Right to difpure thefe Pretenfions in any 
Cafe, give them up at firft Word in refpeé ro a Statef- 
man, and agree unanimoufly that the longer he has 
been in Bufinefs, the lefs Reafon there is for conrinu- 
ing him; tho’ this is contrary alike to Reafon and Hi- 
ftory ; which thews us, that the greateft things have 
been perform'd by the Counfels of Old Minifters, even 
under young Kings. The wile King William III. 
thought ir not a little war that fo knowing a Mo- 
narch as Lewis XIV. fhould make ufe of young Mi- 
nifters; and that War which he did not live to fee fo 
glorioufly carried on as it was by the Duke of Marl- | 


hen

borough, ¢ prov'd that his Maj form’d a right 
per Boggs or our old —— a grave Steret- 
men ptov'd too hard f.t the French Youths, tho’ bred 
under fo great a Mafter; and one may f.fely fay, that 
the Misfortunes in the latier Part of King Lewis's 
Reign were chiefly owing to his Want of fOme old 
experienc’d Minifer, on he might fafcly have 
the Burthen of the Stare. 

refpc& to our Engi Hiftory, ic has b-en very un- 
fairly treated ia order to make it {peak the Language of 
modern Patriots with regard to Miniftcrs. Henry VIT. 
waia t and wife Prince, yet in the Admini- 
fraction of Government he made ule rather of Inftru- 
ments than Minifters ; bur were the People the hap- 
pier for that ?. No certainly ! As he was fevere in his 
Nature and covetous in hisTem per, fo he never wanted 
either Means or plaufible Pretexts for gratifying his 
Spleen or his Love of Money. The Gilt he verify’d 
by frequent Executions, and the latter by cruel Ex- 
tortions. He left two of his Toftruments to be put to 
death by his Son, ia order to appeafe the People ; but 
if we may believe that Son of his, he left him but in- 
different Counfellors, fince VIII. iy his Aa- 
fwer to the Northern Rebels afheme, that there were 
few Perfons of great Quality or eminent Abilisics 
found by him in high Polts at his Acceffion. Under 
this King again, tho’ /Wolfey and Cromwe! were none 
of the beft Minifters, yer the People were caficr un- 
der both their Adminiftrations than when the Kisy 
govern’d by his own Caprice. Thofe who rulsed 
Cromwel fought afterwards to ruin Cranmer, who ne- 
ver gave them Offence ; and as they prevail’d by turns 
over the King’s Humour, broughr each other to the 
Tower and to the Block. In Queen Mary's time the 
Prime Minifter faved the Nation trom the Spanib 
Yoke; and in the Days of Qucen Elizabeth, her 
Steadine/s to her Minifiry was the Pillar oi wer State. 
Asto hee Succeffor, his Reign was cafier while he 
adhered to the Counfel of the Earl of Salisbury, than 
in fubfequent times, when he diétaed te his Mini- 
fters ; and was diGated to by his Favourites. I thall 
not carry this Diiquifi:ion lower, bur leave the Conti- 
nuance of thefe Obfervations to every intelligent 
Reader, who, if he wiil but fuffer himfelf to be gui- 
ded by his own good Senfe and plain Matter of Fa, 
will need no other Guide in his political Refearchés 
than the Hiftory of his own Country in former times. 
For whatever happen'd once might happea again ; and 
a clofe Obferver of Events wiil b= able to forefee 
much, tho” he may not pretend to prophecy. 

It is in the Opinion of the Multitude a ftrong Pre- 
judice againft al] that is writren in Defence of an Ad- 
miniftration, that the Patties who write are concern’d 
in Intereft. But thofe who make this Obje@ion never 
confider, that fuch as attack an Adminiftration ate 
concern’d in Intereft likewife, and may with equal 
Caufe be fulp-ed of faying any thing in order to get 
thofe rhey eppofe our, as the otheracain be fuppoled 
to advance whatever may appear ferviceable towards 
keeping their Friends in. Things being thus ſitu- 
ated, the fuireft Way is to traf the Men on neither 
Side, but to examine ftudioufly the Arguments ufed 
by both. In Courts of Law it is the Weighr, atid 
not the Appearance of what the Council fays, wi ich 
determines the Caufe; and Verdiéts are procured 
not by Words but by Reafon ; nor by Reafon ncicher, 
if ic be not fupported by Evidence. May the People 
of England ufe the fame Difcretion in all Cafes! May 
they ever diftinguifh between Senfe and Sounds, and 
decide, where the common Safety of the Society is 
concetn’d, with the fame Coolnefs and Deliberacion 
which they expe& fhould be exercifed wherever their 
private Property lics at Stake,

Then breaking into, the Houle, | 
they found the Servant-maid and a Boy in Bed, over 
whom the Woman flood with her Hatchet, thteat- 
niog to kill.them if they offer'd to Mir, or open their 
Eycs, whilft che two Meco tiled the Houfe, where | 


they carried off, with a Quantity of Pewrer and Lin- |

James and bis Daughter have likewile cenfefied the 
fame. Jofeph is 63 Years of Age, James abcut 60, 
and his Daughter about 30. She greatly refle cts on 
her Father for perfuading her to affift in the above 
Murther, and fays, he debauch’d her fome Years 
fince. 

The Mutther was firft difcovér'd by a Fellow who 
kept Company with the Womas, to whom fhe impart- 
ed the Secret, and defir'd his Affifance in robbis 
her Father of the Moncy taken out of Mr. Saltwell’s 
Houle; to which the Fellow feemingly confented ; 
but after leaving her, went betore Jacob Houblon, 
Efq; one of his Maj-fly’s Juftices of the Peace for this 
County, and made a full Difcovery of this horrid Af 
fair, who iſſued Warrants for their being apprehended.
